dayp rest tlif> Schley court of Inquiry 
resumeJ its sessions Monday. The 
court was iiroiii))! In beginning the 
proceedings and not only the memberi 
oi the court but counBel were appar- 
ettUjr In brighter and fresher frame of 
mlBd thitn usual. ' After witncBses 
of forin*^ days had been recalled for 
correcting their testimoiiy, I.le\ilenant 
B. F. Wells, jr.. Recretary to Commo- 
^fflnLficU<t¥,4urlng the 9ub.|ka can^- 
pmiBi reiraiDCd td* toravoBj he 
began Friday. After a few prelimi- 
naries he resumed his narration of the 
battle of Santiago and was questioned 
at some length by Mr. Rayner t>efore 
he was turned over to Captain Lemly 
A^i Mr. Hanna for croet-^xamination. 
' pther witnesses called for the day 
wkre Edwa;d nraham, a correspond- 
ent who was witli Commodore Schley 
on the Brooklyn from the bf ginning of 
t^e camp&ign at Hampton Koads until 
life etoae; Lieutenant Simpson, who 
served on the Brooklyn and Dennis J. 
Cronin. 

In hll testimony Lieutenant Wells 
said he did not remember the ranges 
at which the Brooklyn tired but 
thought 1,400 yards was the shortest. 
He deaeribcd the turn of the Brooklyn 
and the chase after the Spanish ships. 
When the Vlscaya ran ashore, the 
Colon was about 10.000 yards ahead 
of the Brooklyn and for a time tiring 
ceased. He said he received orders to 
get a quantity of rapid fire ammuni- 
tion. Owing to the character of the 
coast It was expected that the Brook- 
lyn and the Colon would come to 
close quarters. He was ordered to 
have this ammunition ready to close 
with the Colon and give her a rapid 
txp when they got close together. He 
then described the rest of the ehase 
f^j t ^ the final surrender of the Colon.

dent He ira4 eecorted by the resi- 
dent Japanese minister, Mr. Takablra, 
and by Mr. Tsuduzkl. formerly vice 
minister of foreign affairs of Japan, 
but at present acting as one of tha 
secretaries to the maratdt. The pros 
Ident cordially welcomed his visitors. 

The marquis speaks English with 
fair facility. The president was much 
interested in their conversation. Hav- 
ing been prime minister of Japan sev- 
eral tlmea, and es^tally during the 
war with China, and having taken a 
leading part in the establishment of 
constitutional government in Japan, 
the marquis is particularly well In- 
formed on topics in which the presi- 
dent is interested. Mr. Tsduxukl. who 
li alio a member of the houna of peers 
of Japan and a man of strong charac- 
ter, is giving special attention to 
finance, industrial and commercial 
conditions In the United States, and 
has observed many things of Interest 
even In the short time he has been In 
thia country, so he alio waa able to 
add his share to the interesting con- 
versation with the president. 

With the president and Marquis Ito 
at luncheon were Secretary of State 
Hay and Mr. Tsudsukl. After leaving 
the White House the marquis and his 
secretary called at the atate depart- 
ment and paid their respects to Secre- 
tary Hay and Asaistant Secretary HilL 

Did They Disgergef 

Lowell, Mass., Oct. 21.— Although 
the story cannot be confirmed from oi- 
flcial sources, It is believed that money 
and securities taken from the vault 
of the Merchants National bank, by A. 
G. Smith, UUar and L. X. Swift, book- 
keeper, before they disappeared last 
Thursday night, have been returned to 
the bank. A number of bags, appar- 
ently containing money, and bundles 
of documents, believed to be bonds 
and bank securiiies were delivered to 
the Merchants National bank by law- 
yers who have been understood to rep- 
resent the absent employes. A bank 
examiner from Washington has begun 
work on the books. The doors opened 
as usual Monday. The directors have 
announced that the deficiency In the 
funds of the bank resulting from the 
defalcations of Smith and Swift Is 
1115,000; also that securltloa taken 
have been returned. 

Wrecked Vessel Floated. 

New York, Oct. 21. — A souvenir of 
the Oalveston hurricane of Sept., 8, 
1900, has Just reached this port In the 
shape of the British stjsamshlp ROma, 
of 1,722 tons net, which was blown 
broadside on by the current and swopt 
through four bridges. Charlei Clarke 
& Co., who floated six other steam- 
ships stranded by the hurricane, un- 
dertook to float thk Roma and she was 
sold to Jamaa Jarama, aaaafar of t|ie 
Saginawr flfaaasihlp eomtaay of' 8IM> 
Francisco. The wreckers dug a deep 
trench and floated the steamer. The 
Roma will be drydocked and nverhaul- 
•d at this port, whence she will dou- 
ble Capa Horn for the Paciflq trade.

Chicago, Oct. 21. — Burglars stole 
$74,010 wnrfli (if sfanip,-' frr.m the Chi- 
cago po.stollit e and escaped without 
leaving the Kiightest dew. A tunnel 
which had taken a week or more to 
complete, was run from the rear of the 
building and a hole vvas driilfd 
through the steel bottom of tbe whole- 
iaala stamp vault. There were 97 
amall holes around the square cut out 
and some of the drilling looked sever- 
al days old. 

The burglars crawled under the 
flooring about 300 feet. The stamps 
taken were carried away in a wagon. 
The opening made waa only six feet 
from tfie cashier's vault. 

The work of forming an entrance to 
the vault had evidently been going 
forward many days. It is believod. 
however, that the Intention of the 
thieves had been to enter the caahier'a 
vault In which there was |tB,000 In 
money and stamps valued at hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. The 
bottom of the vault ia of steel half an 
inch thick. The holes were borod in 
a spare 18 inches square. Just enough 
to allow tbe entrance of a man'a bouy, 
had been been so weakened that it 
was possible to take out the whole 
plate with little dlfflculty. So careful- 
ly had the jol) bepn planned that men 
working in other parts of the building 
had not the slightest inkling uf the 
robbery being worked almost under 
their noses. 

The robbers drove up to the nearest 
corner of the postofflce building in a 
wagon, tra( ks. of wliich c (*uld be seen 
plainly. The building is a temporary 
aflalr and the men had only to open a 
little door to admit themselves under 
the flooring. To reach the vault it was 
necessary to crawl about JOO feet over 
odds and ends of boards which Utter- 
ed the wa.v. The route evidently had 
been carefully studied, for a detective 
who went under without knowledge of 
the locations became lost and waa 
nearly overcome by foul odors before 
assistance reached him. 

Of the $74.t;iO In stamps taken. |4,- 
712 were in "postage due" stamps and 
|2,0t>U in special delivery stamps. So 
that the convertible stamps amounted 
to |67.82g. of which 141,328 were Pan- 
American stamps of eight and ten 
cent dencminatlons. 

R. n. Spaulding. chief clerk of the 
stamp department, discovered the 
robbery when he opened tbe vault 
Monday. The safe had been locked 
with its contents apparently secure at 
5 p. m. Saturday. Mr. Spaulding at 
once notified Postoffice Inspector 
Stuart, wiio Iniiried from his home 
and began an inveistlgation. aKsi.-.ted 
by his deputies and a squad of detect- 
ives from the city hall. After com- 
pleting the aearch the inspector said 
it was the largest stamp robbery ever 
done in the history of the postal aer> 
vice In this country. 

To K^'t at (he vault the men enter''d 
througo a trap door. A few feet in 
they encountered a brick wall which 
they dug through ratner than prowl 
around looking for a clearer route. 
The wall, like the others under tbe 
building. Is of flimsy constrnctlon aud 
It could not have taken them long to 
pick the'r way through It. About 100 
feet further on they ran against an- 
other wall aad thia also they dug 
through. On tha way they ahra en* 
countered a number of pipes, and aa 
the floor Is but two feet, and In some 
places three feet above the ground, 
they tunneled under the pipes, 'meir 
whole couise Is plainly marked. 

The wholesale atamp vault, like tha 
caihtar's ' vault and the money or^er 
vault, is supported by a brick wall. 
It forms a square and was airtight. 
In this the robbers broke two holi»a. 
possible to secure more air, for the. air 
was very foul, or to have aa[ es^, 
place ot egress in case of dla^over^, . 
For light they used dry bc<terles. one 
of whfi.'h liicy left behind. This and 
the wagon tracks are the only cle^S
